N Mnnday the 21ſt of Avguft, 1689. about eignt of the 
Clock in the Morning, his Grace the Nuke of Schonberg, 
with fourteen Regiments of Foot, ſalled from High lake, 
and ſaſely landed at Banger, about one of the Clock in 
the aſternoon of the day following; upon the appear- 

| ance of the Fleet, ſeveral ſmall Boats came from the 

Shore, at leaſt two Leagues to meet it, to giving an Account of the 

Countrey and the Harbours ther- abouts; as alſo give an Account of the 

Iriſh Army. both Horſe, Drogoons, and Foot, flylng from their Quarters 

vpon the News of the Engliſh Army Landing. So great was the Con- 

erna Jon amongſt them, that ſeveral ran as far as Newry-belog 36 Miles 
beſore they ſtopt, to know either the quality or quantity of the Army. 

The appearance of our Fleet did ſo much comfort the Proteſtants of 

tha Countrey, that the Shore was covered with Horſes, Cows, and 

Sheep, for the benefic and advantage of the Army, and Proviſions of 

all ſorts belng ſo plentifully brought inz a quarter of good Mutton was 

ſold at four pence,and every thing elſe at very reaſondble rates. The 

General made Mr. Hani lton's Houle at Banger his head Quarcers, and 

giving Orders that all Men ſhould on pain of Death fiand co Arms all 

that Night, having firſt very advantaglouſly lined ſome Hedges and 

Dieches with ſmall Shot.

at too great à diſtance, no great prejudice was done ; the general ob. 
ſerving the Batteries to be at great diſtance, did in perſon ride within 
40 paces of the Walls, and appointed the Ground for the new Battery,

On 
the 34 of Sept. we Marcht to Lisburn, having ſent moft of our heavy 
Luggage and Guns by Sea, in order to meet us at Dindalk or Droghe= 
da; and now there being about 800 of the Iriſh in the Glens near 
Glenarme,in the County of Antrim, headed by one Mac Donne! Natural 
Son to the Earl of Antrim, who very much infeſted that Coun. 
try. One Capt. Stuart was ordered to detach a certain number out of 
Sir H. Ingoldsby's Regiment, to ſuppre(s theſe Rebels, which was accor= 
dingly done, and a conſiderable prey of Cattel got from them. 

On September the 4th, we encamped at Dromore, heing ſever Miles 
from Lisbarn,and recelved an account that Major General Mackay was 
landed at Belſaſt, with ſome Horſe and Dragoons ; but this proved a 
miſtake. On the 5th we encamped at Lochbrakian, and the Enemy 
belng then at Newry,in a conſiderable Body, commanded by the Duke 
of Berwick; the 12ishilling Horſe were ordered for the advance Guards, 
who diſcovering a great Body of Horſe, thought fit to retreat, believing 
the Enemy might have purſued, and fo followed chem fnto our Camp, 
which was in a readineſs to receive them; but the Enemy imagining 
ſome ſuch thing, did not all purſue them, but thought to keep the 
Paſs at the Newry, On our March two Drums belonging to the Lord 
Kingſion's Regiment were hanged near Dromore, having revolted & got 
Into Carrickfergus at the time of che Selge.

We 
continued our Camp ar the Newry till the 8eh, and the General having 
advice that the Enemy were marched from Dundalh,only leaving ſome 
few Troops there for a Rear - guard, ordered the 1nisbilling Forces io 
march forward, and detached 30 Foot out of each Regiment, and 20 
out ofaTroop,to follow the Inisb3lling Forces towards Dundalk having 
before ſent a Trumpet to tell them, that if they burned the Town, or 
deſtroyed any more Town on their retreat, or deftroy'd the Prote- 
ſtants Goods, he would not extend mercy to any that ſhould happen 
in his power, and that Major General Macarty,then Priſoner at Inisłil - 
ling, ſhould be executed; this ſo terrified them, that they march'd a» 
way without firing the Town of Dzz4«lk, or doing any great harm to 
the proteſtants there; and ar 8 of the Clock at Night we entered the 
Town with theſe Detachmenis, and found there great fiores of Wheat 
and other Grain, and Salt, laid up in ſtores for the 1r;h Army: when 
the whole Body of theA rmy had moved up, we encamped at Dyndalk, 


the one part of the Ar my on the Newry fide of the River, and the 


Dutch Regiments, with che Inisþ:lling Forces on Dandalꝶ ſide, and in 

ſome few days after had marched forward, but that our Cannon and 

Proviſions 11 not come by Sea fo ſoon as was expected, nor were 

there draught-hocſes for our March, In caſe both Ammunition, Guns, 
and Proviſion had come by the time expected; which was the chict 
cauſe of the Army not moving upwards towards Dublin, ComiſſaryShalis 

not ſending the Horſes over in due time: Upon our coming to Dxndalł 
the Army pleatifully fed on the Lord of Duleth*s Mutton, he having 
fled,and in command with the Rebels: Upon our approach to Dundalk, 
the Enemy likewiſe deferred Atherdee, being 8 Miles from Drogheda, 
and ſome of the Engliſh Forces advanced ſo far, and then the late

In the Town, he bclng affronted on the firſt Parley 3 for when the 
Enemy had mounted ſome Guns on their Walls, and put other things 
into order, which could not poſſibly be done without a forbearance of 
firing from the Trenches, they barbarouſly fired x Warning · Plece, and 
took down their Flag, and began to fire furiouſly after the Genera),and 
ſome Officers before they could get fairly off; however his Grace was 
pleaſed to perfect Articles with the beſieged, and the next day they 
Marche out about 400. there being ſeveral killed In the Town, but the 
Country People who were before plundered by them, came down and 
took what they ſaw was their own, ſo that In two or three mlles March, 
the Enemy loſt moſt of their Baggage; the General was much of- 
ſended at this uſage to the beſieged, bur it was a thing altogether im- 
poſſible to be prevented, the Rable falling ſo numeroully upon them, 
and taklng their own goods where ever they found them; for ſeven 
days theArmy lay againft the Town conſtantly firing, and 2 Frigors [y= 
Ing before the Caftle firing Broad fide after Broad-fide ſo mighty ſharp- 
ly. char there was a continued light clear round the Town the whole 
Night, and to do the beſieged right, they behaved themſelves very 


brave as any Men could do. When the Town and Cafile were aGually 
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and ſafely landed at Banger, about one of the Clock in 


in our Hands, we found ſeveral hundred Barrels of Beef, Pork, Peaſe, 
Wheat, Malt, and Ost- meal in the Stores, but very little Ammunition. 
As we March againſt the Town of Carrickfergus, the General received 
Advice that 16 Troops of the Inistiilinę Horſe, & 2 Troops of Dragoons 
were on their March to join us by Major General Kirk's Order, which 
they accordingly did, and at that time they were acceptable enough, 
there being no Horſe landed out of England; the next day Collonei 
Co's Regiment of Horſe,Collonel Leviſon' Regiment of Dragoom, and 
ſeveral Regiments of Foot, landed at the Ahitebouſe near Carrichſergys, 
and upon our March from the Seige, the Lord Delamart”s, and Lord 
Devonſhire's Regiments of Horſe, and Sir Tho. Gowre's Regiment of Foot 
joined us, ſo that we intire ly Marche to BelfaF, lave Sir Hen. Ingoldsby's 
Regiment of Foot left in Garriſon at Carrickſergus,MajorGenera) Ker 
remaining with his and ſome of London Derry Forces at Coleraine, On 
the 34 of Sept, we Marcht to Lisbyrn, having ſent moft of our heav 
Luggage and Guns by Sea, in order to meet us at Dandalk or Droghe= 
da; and now there being about 800 of ihe Iriſh in the Glens near 
Glexarnt, in the County of Antrim, headed by one Mac Donne! Natural 
Son to the Earl of Antrim, who very much infeſted that Coun. 
try. One Capt. Stuart was ordered to detach a certain number out of 
Sir H. I1goldsby's Regiment, to ſuppreſs theſe Rebels, which was accor- 
dingly done, and a conſiderable prey of Cattel got ſrom them, 
On September the th, we encamped at Dromore, heing ſever Miles 
from Lisburx, and received an account that Major General Mackay was 
landed at Belſaſt, with ſome Horſe and Dtagoons; but this proved a 
miſtake, On the 5th we encamped at Lochbraklan, and the Enemy 
belng then at Newry, in a conſiderable Body, commanded by the Duke 
of Berwick;the 1nt:hilling Horſe were ordered for the advance Guards, 
who dllcovering a great Body of Horſe, thought fit to retreat, believing 
the Enemy might have purſued, and ſo followed them fnto our Camp, 
which was in a readineſs to receive them; but the Enemy imagining 
ſome ſuch thing, did not all purſue them, but thought to keep the 
Paſs at the Newry, On our March two Drums belonging to the Lord 
Kingſton's Regiment were hanged near Dromore, having revolted & got 
Into Cerrichfergus at the time of the Selge. On the 6th,we encamped 
at New!y, the Enemy having deſerted that Paſs, and burnt the Town, 
with all the Inhabitants Goods, and filnging a piece of Cannon into 
the River,and moved to Dyndelh, 8 Miles from Newry, the Inis killing 
Horſe (the Duke's Tertars, for ſo they were termed, ) ſtill keeping 
the advance Guard, who marched ſo near the Town of Dundalk, that 
they took a prey of x50 Cows from the Knemy's Quarters Ir. their 
view, with ſome Sheep, & great quantities of Oar-meal and Butter. We 
continued our Camp ar the Newry till the 8eh, and the General having 
advice that the Enemy were marched from Dundalł, only leaving ſome 
few Troops there for a Rear-guard, ordered the Inishilling Forces io 
march forward, and detached 50 Foot out of each Regiment, and 20 
out of aTroopyto follow the Inis killing Forces towards Dundalk having 
before ſent a Trumpet to tell them, that if they burned the Town, or 
deftroyed any more Town on thelr retreat, or deſtroy'd the Prote- 
ſtants Goods, he would not extend mercy to any that ſhould happen 


In his power, and that Major General Macarty,then Priſoner at Inis. 


ling, ſhould be executed; this ſo terrified them, that they march'd 2 
way without firing the Town of Dzzd4ath, or doing any great harm to 
the proteſtants there; and at 8 of the Clock at Night we entered the 
Town with theſe Detachments, and found there great fiores of Wheat 
and other Grain, and Salr, laid up in ſtores for the Iriſh Army: when 
the whole Body of theArmy had moved up, we encamped at Dundalk, 
the one part of the Ar my on the Newry (ide of the River, and the 
Dutch Regiments, with che Inisb:lling Forces on Dundalł ſide, and in 
ſome few days after had marched forward, but that our Cannon and 
Proviſions aa not come by Sea ſo ſoon as was expected, nor were 
there draught-hocſes for our March, In caſe both Ammunition, Guns, 
and Proviſion had come by the time expected; which was the chlef 
cauſe of the Army not moving upwards towards Dublin, ComiſſzryShales 
not ſending the Horſes over in due time: Upon our coming to Dundalk 
the Army pleatifully fed on the Lord of Dulttþ's Mutton, he having 
fled,and in command with the Rebels:Upon our approach to Dxudal i. 
the Enemy likewiſe deferred 4therdee, being 8 Miles from Drogheda, 
and ſome of the Engliſh Forces advanced fo far, and then the late 
King Janes deſigned to Rendezvouz his Forces, and Encamped on the 
other ſide of the River of Bojn beyond Drogheda; but finding the En- 
slim Army did not move forward, ſent a Body of Horſe and fome Foot 
to Athe rdee, and ſecured that Town,baniſhiog the Proteſtants, and ta- 
king their Subſtance 3 between which place and Dundalk, there was 
ſome ſmallskirmiſhlng,and particularly at Mapestown-bridge our Scouts 
met ſome of the Enemy, killed about 9,avd tock iome priſoners; in 
which actlon one of the Inisþilling Horſe ard en Engliſh Dragoon fell 
by anAmbuſcado. On the 15th, the Enemy's Van-guard,confifting of 


4000 Horſe were ſeen to adyance within 4 or 5 Miles of our Camp,ood 
the 


mu 
:ly encreaſed, and caiſe downwards in great Bodies, and on 

A thy Iriſh Scouts appeafied within a Mile of the Town of Duz- 
dall with whom our Out. guarſſs had a ſmarc Diſpute, in which ſome 
fell on both ſides. On the 2o0th,|two Gentlemen came from the Iriſh 
Army, and gave the General a account that the Iriſh were very nu- 
merous, but many of them Ra! le and that ſeveral Protefian:s had 
reat defire to come off, if they ould doe it with ſafety; and that the 
5 King Jamts was in perlonſſit the head of them, and were encam- 
ped at Ly"gan Rect. 3 Miles fiqm Dindelk, On the 21ſt, about 9 of 
the Clock in the Morning ſevera the Enemy 's Troops were ſeen ad- 
vancing near our camp, and abqur 10 the whole Body of Horſe, con- 
ſiſting of 10000, drew up foto þ diviſions within half a Mile of our 
Trenches, their whole Body offFoor being about 350co were in the 
Bear of the Horle; which accopnt the General had (rom a Delerter, 


r laid, that although ey appeared in ſo great Dumber, yet 
tac oe po above 4 Or $000 g Horſe, the refi being III mounted 9 
and worſe armed, ſeveral of ther Horſe being Lanciers for want of 
other Arms, and the greateſt paſt of the Foot a perfect Rabble, and fit» 
ter for plunder than doing ſet vie: Some of the Enemy's Horſe advan» 
ced within Musket Shot of ont [renches, but were forced to retreat, 
being warmiy received by ſome Granadeen at the Bog fide, between 
our Camp and the Eaemy's Body, and thereupon the General ordered 
a good guard of Horſe to march towards them, but the Bog being be- 
tween, po aRion happened: His Grace likewiſe ordered 300 of the 
Iniskilling Foor, commanded by collonel Tiffin. to mareh down to the 
Bog beſide, the Enemy having drawn down a Body of Foot to the other 
fide of the Bog, and lived all the Hedges and Dirches thereabouts , ſe- 
veral firings were on both ſides, but belng at too great « diſtance, no 
great harm was done; and ſo brave was the Inishilling Foot, that they 
paſſionately defired ro march over the Bog, and In order to It, every 
Man of them fiript off his Coat, ſo that loſtead of a grey Regiment they 
appeared in white, being their uſual way in fighring ro enable them for 
better action in the ſervice z the General with a firong Guard rid 
round the Bog, and poſted Men at all places where he apprehended 
danger; in this manner both Armies flood in readivels, but no En- 
gigement, and after the late King Janes with his whole Army, had re. 
mained ſo for 4 of 5 hours, he marched back to his Camp. On the 
23d, 6 Men were taken, one whereof being an experienced Soldier , 
but a private Centinel, had drawn a. Scheme of our Camp, where 
we lay open, how the Enemy might have fallen in upon vs, how our 
Men fickned, what number of Horſe and Foot we were, and how 
viduallcd, and was golng over to the late King, but he and the other 
were taken, and this Scheme was found upon hin: 3 lo that they were all 
hanged, and 150 more of the French who were ſuſpected, ſent priſo= 
ners to Cheſter. It Is belleved that the late King had ſome aſſurance of 
the French Regiments deſerting, it both Armies had then engaged. On 
the 25th, we hd advice from Slzgo, that Collonel Lloyd, with 3 Compa- 
nies of Foot, end 4 Troops of Horſe and Dragoons, had engaged the 
Enemy at Abbyboyle, and kilied 300 in the Church, and in the purſuir 
took Collonei Kelly, Collonel Dillos, and Collonel Farrel, and killed 
oo more, having che purſuit of them for about 11 or 12 Miles. and 
had their Horſe been fiiſt, might have cut off the whole Body, being 
$000; in which action but 6 of the Proteſtants were killed, and $ 
wounded;for joy of whleh great Corqueſt, there was a running Fire 
through the Camp, and the Guns In the Fleet returned the ſame. 
On the 6th of Ofob the Iriſh Army decamped and Marcht towards 
Drogheda, having fi-ft burned the whole Country about them, ſetting 
all their Huts on fire before they marcht away: Salt Tobacco, and 
Brandy were very ſcarce among them, and more eſpeclally Salt, for 
that the Soldiers were forced to boll their Meat in Salr Water, little or 
no Silver was current among them, bur all Copper. On the 6th. the 
General had an account how Collonel Lloyd had taken James Town & 
ciriędrumroosꝶ from the Enemy, On the 8th. *t 56 Horie Granadeers, 
1 co Drzpoons, & 150 Inishilling Horſe were Decacht to March to Sli. 
go, commanded by Col. Ruſſel ud Col. Tiffin : At their coming to 
Sligo ti;e Enemy were prepared ſor them, and a ſmart Ergegement 
happened; but at length about 80 of the Granadeers poſſeſſed them= 
ſe ves of the Fort, and very well defended themſelves for ſome days a- 
gainſt Col, S«rsfield and his Forces 3 but being ſtraitned for Proviſion, 
were forced to capltvlate, and made honourable conditions, which 
were performed by Collonel Strsfield, yet he endeavoured by all falr 
means to bring theſc Men overto King James, upon promiſes of Pre- 
ferments, &c. but they utterly refuſed him. When the late King had 
decar ped, his Grace the Duke of Schonberg ordered the greateſt part 
of the Army to Wiater Quarters, miking Lis burn his own head Quar- 
ters; but there being (ome Shippin; in the River of Dundalk, which 
could dot ia for want ofa wind, Collonc l La Moleniere was left Gover- 
nour at Dundalk,with 4 Regiments of Foot, and ſome Horſe, to preſerve 
theſe Shipping from the Enemy, until they could get out, and then the 
4 Regiments marcht intirely from Dundeih to Winter Quarters ; Sir 
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arer, 12 with a SerJcant at Fathen Caflle, being a 
which was Fordabic when the Tide was cut; and likewiſe a conſides 
rable number of Men were at Pointz paſs, and theſe being the only 
Dangerous paſſes, and thus fortified, Collone Purcel thought hlmſeit 
ſecure as to the vaſs at the New? yz but about the g th or 9th of December 
1700 Foot,and 6 Troops ot Horte ard Dragoon, came within a quarter 
of a mlle of Newry, out of which 300 were detacht and ſent into the 
Town by break of day, having kiied our our Guards: Upon which 
the Gariſon received the Allarm yer fo very quick was the Encmy, 
that they were ln the Town before the maln Guard could draw out, 
there not belng above 40 effedtual Men, who behaved themſelves ſa 
well, that they forced that part of the Enemy marching up from the 
Bridge to retreat, but ſome of the Ebemy getting ſooner Into the Town 
and having norice where the Officers quartered, killec: Caprajv}#h; field 
going out of his Quarters, and killed Captain Miter In rhe ticet 3 
Leiutenant Sbronld received a wound on the Thigh, where of he dl. d 
and 4 of the Souldiers killed. There was killed cf the Enemy Lieu- 
tenant Collonel, with 14 Men in the Town, befides ſeveral taken off 

dead, and many wounded, of which the Governour had a certain Ac= 

count afterwards : The main Body finding the forlorn thus defeated 

marched back to Dande/k,and altho? they have oſten reſolved to attack 
the Garlſon again, have never yet attempted It; and fince they could 
not come inroTthe North of Ireland, at the paſſes of NaviewWarer,fathom 

Caſtle, Newry or Polntz his Paſs, they intend to attack the Gariſon 

at Belturbet in the County of cava, hen and now under the comman 

of Collonet olſely,Colloncl of a Regiment of the Iniskilling Horie,and 
think to get into the North that way;but Collonel olſely having an ac. 
count of thelr deſign, reſolved to prevent them. and on the 12 of Merch 
with 700 Foot, and 3ooforſe marcht towardsCeven,where 2000 of the 

Enemy were; his purpoſe was to fall upon them by break of day, ha⸗ 

vlng but 5 miles to march from Beltzrbet to Cavan; but rke Enemy ha- 

ving poſted ſome ſmall number of men at a place called Butltrs-Bridge, 

theCollonel could not paſs there without allarming them, which would 
very ſoon aſter be at Cavan,therefore It was agreed to march peaceably 
up the River-fide,co a foord at place calledBulnacerrig, being i miles 
out of the way, whey theCollonel had advanced as far as this place,the 

Enemy had Ike wiſe ſome men pofted there, who gave notice to them 

of Ceven, the Collonel notwithſtanding marcht all his men over 

Rlver, and ſoon after day - light, was within half a mile of Cever,oo DI. 

lin fide of the Town, but in ſtead of ſurprizing them, he found their 

Garlſon re-Inforced by 2000, and the whole Body falrly formed into a 

defenſive poſture, and ready to receive him,commanded by the Duke - 

of Berwick ; this much ſurpriſed him, and to retreat would certainly 
ruln the whole buſineſs, therefore the Collonel detatched x 30, & poſt= 
ed them at a convenient paſs for a reſerve, and with the remainder 
charged the Enemy;the 1nisþilling Dragoons made the firſt on.ſet, but 
were forced to loſe ground; upon this the Collonel commanded fome 

DutchGravadeers to march up, who behaved themſelves ſo well, that the 

Enemy loſt ground; by which means the 113sþilling Dragoons rallled,& 

Joyned the body agaln, and then for an hour the matter was hotly dif- 

puted, and at length the Enemy took to flight, one part of them made 

to the Fort,and the other towards Finch. In the puriult were killed 

139, beſides ſeveral Officers, Collonel Edmond 0 Reily, with ſome other 

Officers of great Note was kllled jo the fi-ft Eugagementz on our fide 

we loſt 4 Captains and 20 men. When this Action was over, the 11if+ 

&illing men began to plunder the Town, and were ſtragling in odd 

numbers about the place, which the Enemy diſcovering from the Fort, 

drew cut a freſh party, and came down upon themzbut the reſerve as 

I mentioned before, being in order and a readineis, engaged them, aud 

forced them into the Fort again, and then Collonel w ſeley ordered the 

Town to be burned, and likewiſe burned Ki lliſhandrew on his march to 

Belturbet; in lome few days after, a party of Horſe fell on ſome of the 

Enemy, who were intrencht at Butlers- Bridge, killing about 56, and 

taking ſeveral Priſoners, with the chief Officers commanding there, 

in which ſecond action not a man of the Proteſtants were loft, , As 
for the Gariſon of chærlt ont, they are in a manner blockt up, ſor ſince 

Collonel ithers burned the Bridge, and took their Boats, they cannot 

make avy incurſions into the Countrey, we having Garlſons atD»1gennon, 

Armaęb. Benhurl, and Leghgall ; the General took a view ol the place, 

and makes no doubt of having it beſore the Army take the Field, yet 

the Enemy have not been idle In fortifying this place, for they have; _; 
flung up 2 Ditch on the our-fide of the Trench, equally bigh withthe fits 

Wall, fothar although the Cafile be of It ſelſ weak, yet the Fortift«, 

cations about it are ftrong. The Prince of Virtemberę is, arrived with 

the Daniſh Forces at Carrickfergus, whither h Grace the Duke of Schon- 
berg ls juſt now a going to ſee them, the Mary Yachr has broughe to 


Bel ſaſt a Boat that was going with cighrFaſſergers from Scotland ro Dx. 
lin. The Army is now in a very good Condition, borh as ro Health, 


Ec: and well provided with Provlſions, and are moſt impatlent for the 
Scaſon of the Year in taking the Field.
